After a Hard Fight, Overstolz is 
Declared the Democratic Nom- 
inee for Mayor. 


The Cabbage Wards Assert Them- 
selves Once More in 
Politics. 


A Beeble Third Term Triumph That 
Foreshadows an April Defeat. 


The clans gathered early on the curbstone 
in front of Library Hall this morning. At the 
outset it was evident that the bitterness of the 
opposition to Overstolz had not been dimin- 
ished by the results of the primaries. As the 
representatives of one ward after another ar- 
rived experiences were exchanged going to 
showthe planof operations adopted by the 
Overstolz managers. In some wards they 
made no effort, not even putting out a ticket. 
In others they lavished means without stint to 
carry their ends. It was noteworthy also that 
the strongly Democratic wards almost without 
excepfion had returned antiOverstolz dele- 
gates, while the City Hall influences had been 
exerted with success where the voting was 
light and where elements could be handled by 
the peculiar tactics of the rule and ruin clique. 

Before the Convention both factions were 


claiming the Convention, notwithstanding the 
morning Republican had given the anti-Over- 
stolz men only fifty-seven out of the one hun- 
dred and forty delegates.It was noticeable that 
while the Overstolz men appeared most contfi- 
dent, both elements were awaiting a test vote 
with anxiety.

SALISBURY PRISON. 


A Visit to the Site of One of the Charnel 
Houses of the War. 
G. A. Townsend in the N. Y. Tribune. 

I visited at Salisbury, N. C., the prison pen, 
or the site of it, from which Albert D. Rich- 
ardson escaped, and from which nearly 12,000 
Victims of Southern politicians were uried, 
being confined ina pen without shelter, ex- 

osed to all the elements could do, to all the 

isease herding animals together could cre- 
ate, and to all the starvation and cruelty an 
incompetent and intense caitiff Government 
could accomplish. From the conversation 
and almost from the recollection of the North- 
ern people this place has dropped, but not so 
in the gossip of the Salisbury people, nearly 
all of whom say that the balf was never told; 
that such was the nature of habitual outrage 
bere that when Federal prisoners escaped the 
townspeople harbored themin their barns, 
afraid the vengeance of God would fall on 
them to deliver even their enemies back to 
such cruelty. Said one old man at the Boy- 
den House, who joined in the conversation, 
one evening: 

There were often men buried out of that 
prison pen still alive. I have the testimony 
of a surgeon that he-+ras seen them pulled out 
of the dead cart with their cyes open and tak- 
ing notice, but too weak to lift a finger. 
There was not the least excuse for such treat- 
ment, as the Confederate Government had 
seized every saw mill in the region and could 
just as well have put up shelter for those 

prisoners as not, wood being plentiful here. 

t will be hard to make any honest man in 
Salisbury say that there was the slightest ne- 
cessity for those prisoners having to live in 
old tents, caves and holes half full of water. 
No respectable and well-advised man here 
but will say he would rather have gone to his 
grave than to that pen. Yet it contained some 
of the flower of the country in youth and 

romise. Representations were made to the 

avis Government against the officers in 
charge of it, but no attention was paid to 
them. Promotion was the punishment for 
cruelty there. The inmates were skeletons. 
Hell could bave no terrors for any man who 
died there except the inhuman keepers.’’ 

Who was the gaoler in charge?“ 

A man from Florida named Major Gee. He 
was a matchfor Wirz. Cruelty never raised 
in this age of the world amore favorite son. 
His heart was dead to sensibility. Shirking 
the battie-field to keep this prison, he wel 
understood the requirements of the place in 
the intentions of his superiors, and that it 
Was no pert of their statesmanship to let 
strong well men be exchanged. He harnessed 
up Death and drove him through the naked 
field, and yonder is the cemetery to tell how 
many perished under bis chariot wheels. Up- 
ward of 11,000 men—more than the battle of 
Gettysburg killed, I expect—were the trophies 
of Major Gee. On one occasion a small 
— of prisoners was sent out to cut 

aul in wood. One poor fellow, weak 
with an exhausting disease, had to stop. The 
guard, without one word, shot the man dead. 
On this the murdered man's brother, a man 
of spirit, said that guard should feel the ang 
his brother felt. As the same guard came in 
the gate this brother snatched the musket 
and bayonet from the guard’s shoulder, and 
with one movement of a vengeful arm drove 
the bayonet throught the villain’s heart. On 
this Gee ordered the artillery with Ganister 
shot to play onthewhole pen. There were 
thousands of men asleep in fents or holes, 
unknowing of any difficulty,and there was no 
other difficulty but that. The cruel iron 
came tearing through the canvas, maiming 
and killing, and I heard, myself, the cries of 
agony. From asingle tent six dying, howling 
men were taken. On one side of the pen the 
artillery officer elevated his pieces to shoot 
over, and for this Gee cursed hlm.“ 
What became of Gee finally?“ 
He was tried by a court martial, I believe, 
but got off. We always believed here that 
money bought his life. He ought to have 
been hanged. Everybody will tell you that.” 

This pen was abandoned toward the close 
ofthe war, when Stoneman raided in here 
from Knoxville, 200 miles tothe west, with 
4,500 men. Beauregard had the same num- 
ber, but drew them offto Lexington. As an 
instance of the different civilizations at work, 
I recall a tale Stoneman once told me at his 
orange farm, near Los Angeles, California. 
He said: 

Before I went to Salisbury I had my spies 
there, taking account of everything. When 
I got there and burnt the rebel supplies and 
relieved what prisoners they had left, I went

LOBB, THE TRAPPER. 


A Man Who Has Passed Thirty-Six 
Years in the Woods. 
From the Rome (New York) Sentinel. 

Floyd F. Lobb, for thirty-six years a trap- 
per and guide at Piseco lake, in the north 
woods, is in the city for a few days. He says 
when he first reached Piseco it was a vast 
wilderness. Deer, wolves and fur-bearing 
animals abounded. In half a day a man 
could go out in a boat and catch it half full 
of fish. Seven years ago he caught next to 
the largest salmon trout that was ever caught 
in that lake. It weighed twenty-six pounds, 
measured three feet twoinches long and was 
two feetaround its body. He caught this 
fishing “still fishing“ in a boat off at anchor. 
The largest known fish ever caught at 
Piseco was a salmontrout weighing twenty- 
seven pounds. This fish was caught by Timo- 
thy Thurman. Last winter,while in his bark 
shanty, a heavy fall of snow dame during the 
night, completely covering his shanty and 
making Lobba prisoner. He, luckily, had 
provisions and wood, but no snow-shoes. He 
was one and a quarter milesfrom the nearest 
house, and it was impossible for him to walk 
on account of the depth of the snow. He re- 
mained a prisoner for twenty days without 
seeing a human being, letting his fire in the 
open fireplace go out nights, fearing a spark 
might set his bed of hemlock boughs on fire. 
Thus he remained till a thaw came and the 
snow froze, forming a cruston which hecould 
walk, thus liberating bim. 

One day while out fishing he saw what he 
at first supposed to bea deer swimming 
across the lake. Lobb went after him in his 
boat. He caught re with his supposed deer, 
but, looking around, beheld instead a large 
bear. Lobb hadtoo much pride and grit to 
back out. He had nothing but his oars and a 
fish-pole, yet he determined to have that 
bear, although he knew that bruin, like ail 
other bear when attacked by a man in a boat, 
will do his best to change places and give the 
whole lake to the man, while he will try the 
boat. Lobb commenced the attack by board- 
ing bruin about midships, near the stern; 
bruin returned the fire vigorously by attempt- 
ing to board Lobb’s craft, as if trying to come 
the whale and Jonah dodge on his assailant. 
Lobb, though tough, thought he would not 
set easily on his bearship’s stomach, so he 
concluded that he would rather trust to his 
boat as a means of getting on dry land, in- 
stead of submitting to the old way. So he re- 
treated a short distance. Bruin likewise act- 
ed as if to say: J am sick of this kind of 
work, if you are,“ and was making off, when

Paris Letter to Courier des Etats Unis. 


Mr. and Mrs. Mackay have a eerouy party 
opposed to them in the ranks of the eri- 
can colony in Paris. The big bugs“ of this 
colony, those whose fortune and social rank 

from a more or less distant, affect 
despise the millionaires of a recent date, 
| who eclipse them, and have committed the 
| crime of aed ges | themselves, on their ar- 
rival at P under the patronage of these 
aristocrats. Mr. and Mrs. Mackay care little 
“for this opposition, and they are right. They 
are sufficiently compensated by the esteem of 
those who know the simplicity of their daily 
life and the noble use they make of their for- 
tune. There is not in all Paris a more chari- 
table woman than Mrs. Mackay. She 
determined to admit to her ball 
not more than 400 persons. In 
order to avoid crowding her rooms uncom- 
fortably she refused more than that number 
of requests for invitations, and notwithstand- 
ing many of these requests came from distin- 
guished persons, both foreigners and French 
people. I met atthe ball Mr. F. de Lesseps, 
with whom naturally I chatted about Ameri- 
ca and Panama, and Mr. Berger-Vanderbilt, 
who told me of his project of a Franco-Ameri- 
can bank at Paris,where there are already the 
Franco- Dutch, Franco-Italian, Franco-Egyp- 
tian and Ottoman banks, with all of which 
countries France has less commerce than with 
the United States. 

To return to the ball, it was one of most 
splendid given this winter at Paris. The 
dancing-room, of vast proportions, was built 
at great expense, specially for the ball, in the 
garden of the house. It was brilliantly orna- 
mented with a dozen columns, and lighted by 
as many gigantic chandeliers, remaining, not- 
withstanding, however, somewhat cold. The 
tolettes of the ladies were of great 1 
but none of them equalled those of the mis- 
tress of the mansion and her sister, the 
Countess Celfetter. Those toilettes were 
two poems. I was told that Mrs. 
Mackay had made twelve dresses out of which 
to select one for the ball, and that the 
lace which she wore cost $10,000.

Gen. McPherson’s Grave. 
Atlanta Cor. N. Y. Tribune. 

We left Atlanta by a broad, muddy, clay 
road,went northeastward almost to the site of 
Sherman’s headquarters during the siege, 
and then turned into a road eastward leading 
over a poorly wooded ridge to a thicket of 
small oak and sparse- pine about three miles 
from Atlanta. By this latter road McPherson 
galloped to his command and his death. The 
enemy, about 30,000 strong, had turned his 
right, and were driving his men, a parcel of 
whom were standing under a bunch of pines 
up a woods road and on a knoll. They had 
sbot down the veteran Confederate General 
Walker, a great lossto the enemy, but the 
powerful gray line of battle swept ahead en- 
veloping them, and while McPherson was 
fresh from his gallop in their midst the deadly 
ball came straight to the great young spirit. 
The tide of battle swept on, and, returning 
again before the Union onset and shout of 
vengeance, his corpse was recovered by his 
soldiery, yet almost warm. The woods path 
up which he rode is marked by a signvoard, 
„MePherson's Lane.“ From the point of en- 
tering it Atlanta is visible on another hill, 
with a cluster of spires. 

We rode up the rootv and white clay lane 
to the spot, nearly a mile back, where at a 
partial clearing or rather, silence in the 
woods, there is a cross lane, and at the inter-

Here fell McPherson, the Hoche of the 
great war; an Ohio boy raised at a near

Sher- 
man said the day he died: “I thought Me- 
Pherson would have finished up the war af- 
ter Grant and I were killed or dismissed. He

Dr. John Buchanan, the noto- 

rious dealer in bogus diplomas 
and starter of the fraudulent medical col.

ulty, minutes of the trustees, account books 
alumni minutes and a mass of valuable infor: 
mation, including a list of foreign diplomas 
sold, and a catalogue of addresses, includinę 
over 5,000 names of persons who had corres. 
ponded with him. He 2 the names of 
wholesale druggists in Philadelphia who have 
sold his diplomas, and he giyes the names of 
the es Whom the diplomas 
were issued. He relates how diplomas were 
signed by the faculty; how in one instance 
three professors, for $5 each, signed 500 diplo- 
mas for him, and how, for $8 50, the diplo- 
mas which were togo abroad were certified 
to by a Spanish Consul. In all, about 100,000 
names are tangled up in his disclosures. He 
has given the names of many professional 
abortionists, and the means whereby they de- 
stroy life. He tells of the tricks of his trade; 
the quack nostrums that are advertised to 
cure all diseases, andof the impostors who 
prey on public credulity. He tells of twenty- 
ve concerns in this country and in Europe by 
which degrees are sold. He figures that fully 
20,000 bogus diplomas are current in America 
and 40,000 more in Europe. He gives the 
authorities a lever by which they may uproot 
every diploma dealer in Europe. He relates 
how one doctor goes to Europe annually and 
brings back love powders which he repre- 
sented were compounded at the shrine of 
Cupidin Minerva’s Temple.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—The difference be- 
tween the position of the Readjusters and 
their opponents in Virginia on the debt ques- 
tion, which is made so prominent now by the 
contest in the Senate, is about as follows: 

The McCullough or debt-payers’ bill fixed 
with the consent of the creditors the debt at 
$32,000,000, made coupons receivable for taxes 


and other dues to State and bonds non-taxable. 
It fixed the rate of interest atan average of 4 
percent. Senator Riddleberger’s bill, which 
the readjusters'‘stand by, fixed the debt at less 
than $20,000,000, and made the coupons not re- 
ceivable for taxes,made the bonds taxable and 
the rate of interest 3 percent. It was proposed 
to make this bill a law without the consent of 
the State’s creditors on the ground that it was 
just to bothcreditors and State.

While Conkling 
and Platt dislike the nomination, the 
reports of their waging war against 
the administration are — 2 ＋ The 
opinion in high official circles is there will not 
be war inside the Republican party. 
Attorney-General McVeigh pronounces the 
reports of his contemplated resignation 
as without foundation. Strong 
ressure is being brought to 
ear to induce the President to withdraw 
the nomination of Chandler for Solicitor-Gen- 
eral, and if not withdrawn an attempt 
will be made to - reject him in the 
Senate. A prominent Republican who saw 
the President to-day says neither Robertson 
nor Chandler will be withdrawn unless they 
request it themselves. Democratic Senators 
are unusually determined to vote against 
Chandler. 


McVeagh Talks. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 29.—Attorney- 
General McVeaghis at his office this morning 
attending to business as usual. When the cur- 
rent report that he was inclined to resign his 
office was mentioned he said he did not anti- 
cipate leaving the Cabinet. He declined to 


talk when interrogated as to past differences 
of opinion as to the wisdom of

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 29.—Immediately 
after the reading of the journal, the resolution

Senator Johnston stated he had intended to

The Senate had re- 
cently organized the committee and given it 

werto investigate questions of much less 
importance than this. Let the Republicans or- 
ganize the committee with full power to 
ascertain the truth or falsity of the rumors 
which were spreading unchallenged through- 
out the country. Let it find out whether any 
vote in this chamber had been controlled by a 
promise of place or patronage. If the damn- 
ing charges were proved untrue, stamp outjthe 
calumny for once and forever. If true, the 
Constitution gave rompt and ample 
redress. It would not do to let this foul sus- 
picion, this base imputation, go to the world 
uncontradicted. It was known what such a 
charge could affect, for it was known to what it 
had referred whenJohn Randolph had de- 
nounced what he supposed to bea coalition 
between ae and Adams. It had defeated 
Adams for the Presidency and had blighted 
Clay’s —— aspirations. It was true the 
charge had been unjust.

An Interesting Resume of the 
Winter’s Legislation. 


Mr. Charles P. Johnson’ Finds 
Satisfaction in the Results. 


A Surprising Estimate of the 
Strength of the Prohib- 
itionists. 


The Gambling Bills, Their Conception 
amd Probable Effects. 


Mr. Charles P. Johnson was found last even- 
ing at his residence on Chestnut street, some- 
what jaded from the afternoon’s trip, but in a 
frame of mind to talk interestingly about the 
session of the General Assembly just con- 
cluded. Perhaps the chat might be called the 
sequel to one held early in January before the 
sesston opened, when Mr. Johnson interrupted 
the problem of trunk packing to tell an inquisi- 
tive newspaper man why he was going to the 
Legislature and what he expected to accom- 
plish. As the results are summed up they. re- 
veal a fulfilhment of plans and hopes to which 
legislators are seldom able to look back upon. 

‘‘Well,’’ said the Governor, as he suspended 
the operation of unpacking to appease the 


curiosity of his untimely caller, ‘‘I carried out 
my plans for furthering the : 
EMIGRATION MOVEMENT.’’ 

Mou are satisfied with the appropriation?’’ 

‘‘Yes;I got fully as much as I expected. 
Possibly I might have got more, but I 
interested in the claims of the State University 
and the Normal Schools, and I didn’t like to 
press the emigration matter to the detriment 
of other interests which needed attention.’’ 

The question of the appropriations for these 
333 seems to have provoked quite a 

ht?’ 

Tt did. The Legislature finally decided on 

ving the Normal schools $20,000 each, with 

10,000 extra to the Warrensburg School, for flx- 
ing up the buildings. At the beginning of the 
consideration there was a great deal of feeling 
against these institutions. When the Assembly 
came to review the whole educational system 
of Missouri it was felt to be best tosustain these 
schools. In what I had to say I took the ground 
that the time had come to either abandon them 
altogether orelse togoahead. The Legisla- 
ture decided to go ahead. We had a very in- 
teresting fight at the same time over 

THE STATE UNIVERSITY 

appropriation. TheSenate oy was to 
make it $35,000, and the House $40,000. 
The estimates made by President Laws and 
the management of the institution brought it 
upto $49,000 and something over, nearly S0, 
000. When the ht was made onthat item— 
the application for over $9,000 extra—the re- 
sult was itsjdefeat. I was sick that day, but 
man of the St. Louis delegation, 
who knew about my position onthe question, 
made a fine speech. He championed the cause 
of education well and developed excellent 
qualities as a legislator. The defeat of the 
$9,600 extra for the State University turned 
out to be a good thing, for it was followed bya 
reaction of sentimentin the House the next 
day and we carried through the 
State University and Normal School 
appropriations, and even get $6,000 allowed for 
the Lincoln Institute. Eventually we got in 
that extra sum forthe State University in the 
Committee of Conference, and the increased 
appropriation went through.’’ 

This assembly has made rather a commen- 
dable record then in fostering the educational 
institutions?’’ 0 

es; take it all in all the appropriations in 
that character were as liberal as ever made be- 
fore. Of course there was a great deal of 

rumbling from a certain element, but this 
Lesisintare was as liberalonthe subject of 
education as any of its predecessors. It is 
true 

THE SCHOOL BILL 

was defeated, but that was due to the 
prejudice members had conceived against the 
systenr Mr. Shannon desired to have inaugu- 
rated. It was felt that too much power would 
bè placed in the Superintendent’s hands there- 
by. His bill was an admirably constructed 
bill, and had the endorsement of the best edu- 
cators of the State. But the country members 
thought that it allowed tomuch power to be 
retained by him, and they were loth to make 
the change.

They workea slow and were somewhat 
timid; they were afraid of making any mis- 
takes. It may surprise some to hear it but 
there was a strong element in this Assembly 
IN FAVOR OF PROHIBITION. 

Indeed, the position of many country members 
surprised me, andI was fairly astonished to 
observe such a sentiment ‘so wides read 
through the State. If the proposition of sub- 
mitting the question of prohibition to the poo- 
le to be voted upon had been brought up earl 
in the session tit would have passed bot 
ranches, It was my object and desire to pre- 
vent such a measure from being submitted to 
the people because it would have affected to 
ch an extent the manufacturing interests of 

Louis. It was kept back and the 
— of the prohibitionists defeated by 

ersonal appeals to those who wanted to ‘pre- 
sent it, the prevailing argument with them be- 
ing that if it was brought forward the question 
would assume a party, aspect, and that the 
Democratic party of Missouri could not afford 
to endorse the prohibition as a measure. In- 
deed the Democrati¢ party can’t doit. The 
regard of the members for party interest had a 
good deal to do with preventing the submission 
of the question to the a ag ‘ ä 

Is there anything likely to be pernicious in 
the winter’s results?’’ 

‘‘No. There was not a bad bill passed. The 
bill that will receive most opposition from cer- 
tain elements of our citizens, and a bill I did 
not favor, was the marriage license measure. 
But that law seemed to be demanded. The 
heaviest petitions received during the session 
were in its favor. There was the usualtenden- 
cy in the House to be pretty 

SEVERE ON RAILROADS, 
and a number of strict measures passed that 
body but met their quietus in the Senate.’’ 

Was the caladar pretty well cleared before 
adjournment?’’ 

Not as well perhaps as should have been. 
There was a good deal of work 
marked out and under way but shut off 
for lack of time to perfectit. A good revenue 
law passed the Senate, but we hadn’t time to 
takeitup. That clause of the Constitution 
limiting the $5 a day pay to members for seven- 
iy dayshas abad effect on the Legislature. 

he time is not long enough. There is more 
legislation required, wt es | tothe rapid growth 
of the State and the mistakes of the past, than 
most people have any idea of. Of course, if at 
the end of seventy days the members are paid 
only adollar a day they grow restless and 
don’t feel like giving time for that amount of 
compensation. This body held out well, how- 
ever. Eighty members answered roll call at 
adjournment this noon, and seventy-two are a 
constitutional majority for passing a Dill.

A LOCAL BEARING?’ 

„There is the registration law which was 
prepared with care by our delegation. Then 
there are two acts affecting the puhlie schools, 
one providing for the election of two directors 
in ‘each ward; the otner making a single enum- 
eration of the childrendo. The act in regard 
to obscene literature supplies a want; it is sim- 
ilartothe laws put in operation in Eastern 
States, and is designed to stop the sale of las- 
civious pictures, the circulation of advertise- 
ments of a corrupting character. Thelaw pro- 
viding for the choice of grand jurors requires 
the circuit judges to make a selection of 600 
names; from these the Jury Commissioner 
draws the requisite number; this will give us 
impartial grand juries, and relieves the Judge 
of the Criminal Court of power he didn’t want. 
A bill was passed to enable the Judge of the 
Criminal Court to appoint a stenographic re- 
porter for trials, Grand Jury investigations and 
matters connected with criminal practice. An- 
other local measure enables the Judge of the 
Criminal Court to take bail when the Court is 
notin session. I also got through an act for 
the benefit of civil practice here, which came 
in late, making service on an agent of acorpor- 
ation, when judgment is obtained, binding as 
against a non-resident. The bill passed pro- 
viding for change of venue from thisto an ad- 
joining county in case of prejudice of the in- 

t habitante against a defendant. From the dif- 
ferent parts of the State were presented 
propositions regarding the reorganization of 
the Supreme Court. After fighting overseveral, 


the St. Louis plan was adopted nearly as pro- 


posed by Judge Laughlin. We can almost 
claim that as a St. Louis measure. 

„„The bill for the re-organization of the 
Police Board was not pushed after the 
changes?’’ 

NO. I introduced that bill, but eiroum- 
stances took such a phase as relieved me 
from pressing the measure. If the Governor 
had not done what he did, that measure would 
have gone through both Houses. The necessity 
of re-organization for the sake of harmony 
was felt to be great. Not that there was any 
personal feeling in the matter, but the Legisla- 
ture recognized that the city needed a harmo- 
nious Police Board.’’ 

THE GAMBLING BILL. 

‘*You’ve said nothing about the gambling bill, 
Governor?’’ 

It was a matter of predetermination on my 
part when I went to the Legislature to strike 
such a blow at the influence of the gamblers of 
this city as to drive them from 
interference with the — of St. Louis. For 
years they have been intermeddling with our 
politics, They have been professing to influ. 
ence and 1 guess they have influenced admin- 
istrations. They have had a controlling influ- 
ence every now and then in police circles. 
They have even taken part in and shown their 
influence in the selection of delegates to the 
State Convention. No public man could take 
part in politics without coming in contact with 
the influence of this class of men, and they 
used their power in the most reckless and 
scandalous manner, slandering and villifying 
and threatening men whom they thought they 
could control—or desired to _ control. 
It had reached such a pass 
I had come tothe conclusion that if we were 
going to have decent men take part in polities 
and look after the interests of the people, we 
would haveto clearthe gamblers from the 
place they occupied. This conclusion applied 
not to one kind of — but the city was 
constantly in excitement by the contest be- 
tweentwo species of gambling—lottery and 
keno, with its kindred games. It was no new 
idea with me, when I went to Jefferson City 
and was made chairman of theCommittee on 
Criminal Jurisprudence, to bring forward the 
measures I did.“ 

lou are hopeful of good effects?“ 

„„es. I think under these new laws, with 
fearless Grand Jurors and able prosecution, we 
will not be troubled any more by this class of 
men taking part in public af- 
fairs. Another thing, it is a 
source of congratulation that poor men will 
save a good deal of money by these enact- 
ments. They met with almost unanimous en- 
I may sayin this convention that 
St. Louis is not the only city inthe State that 
has been troubled by these men. Kansas City 
and other places have not been free from the 
same pernicious influences. One very effective 
adjunct to the suppression of gambling is the 
law providing for punishment by jail,as well as 
fine, of men who rent houses for gambling pur- 
poses. There are quite a number of property 
holders here who rent premises knowing very 
well the iniquitous purposes for which they are 
wanted. There is some talk, I see, 
about these laws 2 ineffectual 

think in six 
months’ time they will tind these laws so ef- 
fectual that there won't be many gambling 
houses left in St. Louis.“ 

The Governor yawned and the merciful in- 
quisitor said good night.
